Under A Fictitious Name? 

ff So You Must 
Re-Register it Now!

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
dei* of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
Ihe filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
puUication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh- 
bortiood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instMces 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
vdiom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

QUESTIONS and ANSWERS 

ON THE new 

FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 


1 . QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971. 

2 . QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 

3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company”: or it a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4 . QUESTION: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is realk/ dealing. 

5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 75'40 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 

6 . QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Pqblication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating In the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 

8 . QUESTION: Is a filing of the new form 
since January 1, 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes, filings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1, to be effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1971. 

9. QUESTION: What is the penalty for failure 
to file and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalty will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name, 

10. QUESTION: Where are the printed forms to 
be obtained for this filing and publication pro¬ 
cedure? 

ANSWER: Free forms and service are avail¬ 
able at most newspaper offices or at any office 
of the County Clerk, or from California Newspaper 
Service Bureau, Inc., 210 South Spring Stree'i, Los 
Angeles, California. Phone MA 5-2541. 


11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8 I /2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 

15. QUESTION: After July 1, 1971, will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuation of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type In capital letters, spaced separately. 

17. QUESTION: Where can I see the new law? 

ANSWER: Most of the sections are quoted 
on printed form obtainable free from:

Biologist To 
Give Lecture On 
Medicinal Plants 

Dr. Leonid Enari, senior 
biologist on the research 
staff at the Los Angeles 
State and County Arboretum 
will lecture on medicinal 
plants SAinday afternoon, 
Nov. 7, at 2 p.m. in the 
Lecture Hall of the county 
facility,.301 N. Baldwin Ave., 
Arcadia. 

According to Dr. Enari the 
lino ■betwee.n medicinal and 
poi.sonous plants is often 
very thin. Citing caffeln, the 
principle constituent of pep 
pills as an example, ho 
notes that a few pep pilLs 
may be prescribed by physi¬ 
cians as a needed stimulant 
for various disorders, but 
taken in quantity they can 
easily result In death. An¬ 
other example is the opium 
poppy, .soAirce of heroin, al- 
.so of morphine, one of the 
mo.st effectivo pain-killers 
there is, a.nd of codeine, used 
in cough syrup.s. 

In addition to discussi.nig 
tbe.se and many other medi¬ 
cinal plants, including “cha¬ 
parral tea” and its potential 
in the treatment of cancer. 
Dr. Enari will trace their 
u.sp back to the time when 
they offered the only kind' 
of chemical treatment 
known to man.

Did you ever wonder if you were paying Illegal taxes? 

Well you can bet your bottom dollar that you are 
paying the state a tax regularly that it is not entitled to, 
and if the new sales tax regularation goes through the 
matter will be compounded! 

Just recently we purchased some food “to go” at a 
well-known hamburger stand and after leaving the prem¬ 
ises and reflecting on the price paid, it occurred to us 
that we had been charged the five per cent state tax 
(in this case only 11 cents). The thought ran through our 
mind that if our memory served us correctly there is 
supposedly no tax on “food to go.” We mentally started to 
multiply this 11 cents by the number of people that pass 
through this chain of stands every day and the amount 
of money involved was in the thousands and thousands. 

We began to wonder had the mistake been intentional 
or accidental? 

'The following day we called the Board of Equaliza¬ 
tion branch in Covina and a representative told us that 
it was true that there was no tax on “take out” food,

Freeze and the Future 


History will be some time in recording the full results 
of President Nixon’s dramatic wage-price freeze, but it 
already is obvious that there will be quite a bit to record. 

TTie immediate reaction ranged from total approval, 
surprisingly non-partisan, to severe criticism. Some said 
the new rules went too far, others not far enough. This, 
naturally, is par for the course. 

Generally, however, the reaction continues to be one 
of recognition that something needed to be done, and 
finally was. It is a feeling that we have strong leader¬ 
ship in the economic area, that even though it may hurt 
a bit at times we’ll be immensely benefitted by it in the 
long run. Not only domestically but internationally. 

The anticipated worldwide monetary turmoil and re¬ 
taliation wasn’t long in coming, but the long range re¬ 
sults should be a more stable dollar, a more stable domes¬ 
tic economy. Pointing out that “the country is on a new 
economic course played by new rules both at home and 
abroad,” the San Francisco Examiner commented: 

“Mr. Nixon has in effect told our friends around the 
world — Japan and the nations of Western Europe par¬ 
ticularly — that the era of post-World War H tutelage 
by this country in the economic field are over. From now 
on they must stand and compete as equals, without the 
built-in trade advantages this country has so long afford¬ 
ed them.” 

It took courage, personal and political, for the Presi¬ 
dent to do something he long had said he preferred not 
doing. But the time had come, he recognized it, and he 
acted with well planned speed.
